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A New Look At 
The Gay Life 


I once asked a gay friend of mine how she felt about being gay 
After a short pause, all she said was: “With all of the fighting and hate 
in this world, how can anvone condemn two people for loving each 
other?” 

i here are several myths regarding homosexuality. Too often gay 
people are stereotyped into two categories: dykes and fags. They are 
thought of people who hate the opposite sex. The vast mayority of 
straight people use these stereotypes as their guidelines for thought 
about homosexuals. They associate homosexuality with men who 
“do dirty things” with other men in public bathrooms. They tail to 
realize that the people who are most angry and disgusted are the gay 
people who will sutfer the most as a result of these acts 

Our culture says homosexuality is taboo, and people are 1n- 
doctrinated to beleve it is wrong and bad. It 1s a much harder life to 
lead because it is diferent —— not because it is wrong. Why must there 
always be a night and a wrong way’ Can't there be different ways” 

Blacks live a different life ina white-dominated society geared to 
white success and white needs. They are in the minority. Homosex- 
uals live ina difficult life in a heterosexual-dominated society geared 
to heterosexual success and heterosexual needs. They are in the 
minority. 

The social problems and pressures gay people must bear with if 
they choose this alternative are tremendous. Many people prefer to 
live their lives this way when they see that this is the only way that 
they can be happy. Eventhough they realize the cultural implicauions 
and social indignities which accompany this life styie. 

Otten social problems include not being able to share your love 
for a person with family and straight friends. Some heterosexual 
people may learn to accept the reiationship. but only up toa certain 
point. This pomnt ts usually sex. 

Culturally one is limited as to how and when feelings may be ex- 
pressed. Laws. threat of job loss and social taboos prevent gay people 
from holding hands or showing affection in public. They are res- 
tricted not because of shame, but because of concern for family and 
friends. 

Many times guilt is present. No matter how well-adjusted one 
becomes there is always the question, “Why am I this way?” 

This brings up another question. Is a person homosexual because 
he she is sick or is a person made to be sick because he/she is 
homosexual? | suggest that the latter is the more valid of the two. It 
implics that because an individual has natural feelings ot affection 
and attraction for a person of the same sex, that this person will Ss 
convinced that he/she is sick. This will limit the extent to which the 
mind lets the individual be happy. Our society dictates certain accep- 
table codes of behavior; homosexuality is not an acceptable 
behavior. It has been labe led a sickness, a perversion. Misconceptions 
are perpetuated by people who have had no exposure to gay lite other 
than jokes, hand-me-down misconceptions, and glimpses of 
stercotvpe homosexuals 

There are many copouts used on gay people. The following ts 
utilized by people who are dissatisfied with their own life situation, 
and feel slighted when someone else has achieved happiness or 
success. The discontented observer finds fault with some aspect of the 
person. If the “happy” person is different in some way, racially, sex- 
ually or religously, perhar’ , the observer passes off his good qualities 
with an “he’s-got-to-have-something™ attitude. The observer may 
resort to degrading cultural jokes which discount that person's 
achievement in the observer's mind. This type of outlet releases the 
person from the burden of thinking. 

Gay people don’t say that all people should be gay, but might say 
to heterosexuals, “I'm okay. You're okay. And why can't you feel the 
same” It’s apparent that heterosexuals don’t feel the same when gay 
friends can know about straight friends and straight experiences, but 
straight friends can't know about gay friends and gay experiences. 

This very brief paper could snowball into a book. From my 
limited contact with gay people and life styles. these are some of the 
thoughts that have been on my mind. Maybe dy writing them down 
they can be shared with people who have had less exposure than I. 
This was written with the realization in mind that the writer has seen 
only a small part of gay life and some of the problems, feelings, and 
pain gay people deal with throughout their lives. Through my ex- 
posure I can sce that too often heterosexuals have formed unfounded 
and unfair ideas in regard to their fellow human beings who are gay. 
At least my ideas are based on something besides thoughts prompted 
by morbid curiosity. 

In conclusion, why do people make it so difficult for others to be 
happy? Why do people constantly judge others by their own stan- 
dards” Live and let live. It someone finds happiness in a life style 
which isn’t harmful to other people, let them live the way they choose.

Free legal advice is available to 
all CSUS student body members 
and has been since the beginning of 
this semester. Donald Fraulob, our 
attorney, is operating from his of- 
fice in FS 251, and is quickly prov- 
ing that this student service ts one 
of the most valuable offered on 
campus 


This program, although new to 
CSUS. has been in existence at 
other universities, including Davis 
and Berkeley. However, many of 
the ideas for our particular clinic 
came from Fullerton. 


The Legal Aid Society im- 
planted the idea to establish the of- 
fice but because of conflicting 
commitments could not be made 
responsible for it. The Student 
Body Officers were ultimately 
needed to actualize the program by 
securing an attorney 


Any student who feels he may 
have a legal problem may take ad- 
vantage of this new service by mak- 
ing an appointment with Fraulob 
through the Associated Students’ 
secretary. His usual day permits 
him to see five to 10 students. 


“There is no court represen- 
tation,” he says, “because the 
constitution of the board of 
trustees restricts the service to just 
an advisory one.” But this advice is 
very important. Fraulob deter- 
mines whether a student actually 
has a legal problem and discusses 
the matter with him. The student's 
legal rights relating to the matter 
can be identified and help ts given 
in choosing a course of action. 
Also, if the student isn't sure where 
to take his particular case, Fraulob 
helps him find the right agency. i.¢., 
Consumer Protection, Industrial 
Relations Dc, .rtment, etc. The 
advice may very well be to retain 
the services of a lawyer to pursue 
the matter further. 


In some cases, a referral to the 
Legal Aid Society can be made but 
not often because certain criteria 
must be met before a student can 
qualify. “Students can’t qualify,” 
says Fraulob. “They may fall 
within the financial guidelines, but 
they are financially impaired by 
choice. The student has chosen to 
go to school instead of pursuing 
employment. Consequently, the 
Legal Aid Society will hot help this 
kind of student. They are geared 
rather to the financially im- 









poverished individual who finds 
himself in this predicament due to 
circumstances and not by choice.” 




















Services Of Attorney 
Are Free To Students 


This is why the need for free 
legal advice exists here. For many 
students there is nowhere to go. 
The mere fact that they are 
students hinders their efforts to 
find help 


Fraulob acknowledges that he 
is getting the chance to advise 
many students but believes more 
publicity is needed; that many 
people are walking around 
ignorant of the service which ts 
now available 

The value of this new service 
becomes even more apparent when 
it is considered that generally, the 
cost to a student to see a lawyer Is 
about $40 to $50 an hour. And 
often the advice given is that the 
student can't do anything! 


“Students are considerably 
naive with regard to their legai 
rights.” Fraulob emphasizes. “This 
gives them the opportunity to find 
out what they are. This ts very 
rewarding. Students are very ap- 
preciative of the information given 
to them. This doesn't happen a lot 
with lawyers. The clients may be 
happy with the result, but they also 
realize that they are paytng expen- 
sive fees for the advice. Their ap- 
preciation is dampened by the bill.”

Stability and professionalism 
may be the new attnbutes of radio 
station KERS, CSUS' own. 

Yesterday KERS received 
pledges totalling $10,296 from the 
Hornet Foundation and the Board 
of Fiscal Matters. Both allocations 
must ultimately approved by 
CSUS President James Bond 

The money will be used to hire 
three full-time, paid personnel — 
the last stumbling block to qualify- 
ing for a $9,000 grant from the Cor- 
poration of Public Broadcasting 
(CPB). KERS has already met the 
criteria of having two studios and 
power of at least 250 watts. 

Along with the CPB grant. 
KERS is also now eligible for 
National Public Radio (NPR) 
programs. Among the offerings of 
NPR are programs the caliber of 
the Senate Watergate hearings, 
Cost of Living Council hearings.

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CSUS Bike Shop Encourages 
Students To Use Peddle Power 


Gas prices too high? Gas 
mileage too low? Bus service too 
slow? Why not try peddle power? 


If you're thinking about the 
possibility then read on 


In its fourth month of 
operation, the CSUS Alternative 
Education bike shop is helping 
students that have decided to use 
their bikes for transportation. The 
bike shop cannot only help you buy 
a bike inexpensively, but can save 
you up to 50 per cent over off-cam- 
pus prices for repairs and parts 


The bike shop has been doing a 
good amount of business, with 
only two major difficulties arising. 
according to AE Coordinator John 
Clinton. The poor weather, an ex- 
pected difficulty, has decreased the 
amount of students bringing in 
their bikes. As a result, the 
operational hours were cut back. 
Unexpectedly, the temporary 
building in which the bike shop was 
housed was broken into, and 
several hundred dollars in parts 
were stolen 


In an effort to avoid further 
thefts. help from the Hornet Foun- 
dation was sought. The foundation 
voted to allow the bike shop to 
move into one end of Alice’s Res- 
taurant, near the tennis courts. 


With the help of a more secure 
shep with better lighting and wor- 
king conditions, the shop has done 
more than $3,000 worth of 
business. However, after replenish- 
ing stock used, paying student-em- 
ployee wages, sending in sales tax, 
and replacing stolen parts, the bike 
shop profit has only been $300

Non-Smokers Speak Out 
In Bill Of Rights

January 11-17 has 
designated “National Education 
Week on Smoking” by its sponsor. 
the National Interagency Council 
on Smoking and Health. The coun- 
cil will utilize its 33 national health. 
education and youth organizations 
to publicize the 1974 theme 
“Non-Smokers Have Rights Too!” 

The focal point of the campaign 
is the non-smokers “bill of nghts.~ 
which states that non-smokers 
have the right to breathe clean air, 
to speak out against smokers who 
deny their requests not to smoke 
and to act through legislative 
channels and social pressures to 
discourage smokers from polluting 
the atmosphere. 

A secondary objective 1s to 
mark the tenth anniversary of the 
Surgeon General's report on smok- 
ing and health, issued Jan. 11, 
1964 

A tobacco smoke

Even onthe brightest California 
days, the sun suddenly disappears 
as motorists approach the half-way 
point on the new interstate connec- 
ting Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. Here lies the King City 
ranch, where thousands of head of 
cattle are jammed “together for 
fattening before being taken off to 
slaughterhouses around the state 
The dirt and dust produced by vast 
herds of cattle hangs like a thick 
brown blanket for miles around, 
virtually blocking out the sun, and 
sometimes forcing drivers to turn 
on their headlights in mid-day 

fo keep cattle trom developing 
infections in these filthy, acrid sur- 
roundings, their feed is pumped 
full of powerful antibrotics. If your 
provided a_ laboratory 
report with the meat for your 
Christmas table this year, you 
could look over a drug history that 
would keep a junkie in jail for lifé 

From the minute they are born, 
80 to 90 per cent of the cattle, 
sheep, pigs. and poultry you will be 
eating are fed grains laced with 
arsenic, antibiotics, and five 
separate drugs suspected of in- 
ducing cancer. “Feedstuffs, the 
weekly newspaper for 
agribusiness, has nearly as many 
drug ads as the AMA Journal,” ac- 
cording to Nader's Raider Peter 
Schuck. “In fact,” says Schuck, 
“over half the nation’s annual an- 
tiobiotic production goes to live- 
stock and poultry more than ts 
used by hospitals.” 

Most of these drugs are the 
same ones prescribed by your doc- 
tor for use in combatting viruses 
and other infections. Animals are 
louded with drugs because it ts 
cheaper to keep them in crowded 
discase-ridden pens than to keep

The Problem with Drugs: Cancer 
and Immunity 


But heavy concentrations of an- 
tibtotics in the meat we eat can ac- 
cumulate as antibiotic residues in 
our bodies, leading to a society- 
wide immunity that seriously 
reduces the effectiveness of these 
antibiotics. This is already a 
problem among. the present 
generation of children who have 
eaten “doped” meat since birth 

There is also the chance that 
some of these drugs can cause 
cancer. According to Senator Ab- 
raham Ribicotf (D-Conn.), “Inthe 
past several decades the incidence 
of cancer has grown alarmingly at 
the same time that the use of 
animal drugs which are ‘suspected 
carcinogens’ (cancer-inducing 
drugs) has proliferated. It 1s quite 
possible that there is a relation 
between these two developments.” 

Although all drugs used in the 
U.S. are approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration, critics say 
the FDA is noticeably lax in ban- 
ning or limiting the use of a poten- 
tially dangerous drug. Violet One, 
the purple marking ink that was 
widely used to imprint grades on 
meat, was itself found to be car- 
cinogenic after long industry use, 
and was banned in April of this 
year 

Further, the detection of 
dangerous drugs in the meat you 
buy. something the U.S 
Department of Agriculture ts 
charged with, is haphazard. There 
is no known way to detect the 
presence of two of the suspected 
cancer-inducing drugs used in 
animals feeds. A third such drug 


can now be detected by newly-

“It our inspectors have reason 
to suspect a bird ts still on drugs,” 
says Dr “then a 
laboratory analysis will be done.” 
But if there ts no noticeable sign of 
depression or excitement in a 
ready-to-be-siaughtered animal, 
chances are USDA will not check 
drug levels. USDA does do ran 
dom computer-determined checks 
but it does not come close to chec- 
king every lot of cattle and poultry 
that passes through the large fac- 
tory-like slaughter houses across 
the country 

There are governmental 
guidelines that tell a farmer when 
to stop drugging his animals so that 
chemical residues will be low 
enough for the meat to be safely 
eaten by the time it gets to the 
market. But according to George 
Pollack, chef of Consumer 
Union's food testing division, there 
is good reason for the farmer to 
ignore the guidelines. The longer a 
farmer keeps his animals on 
growth-inducing drugs like 
arsenic, the fatter it gets 

The big loophole is that the 
farmers are on the honor system 
when it comes to cutting off drugs 
as slaughter time approaches. Says 
Pollack, * 
going to be when there’s a money 
factor involved?”

Morris feels that circulation can 
either cause problems if impaired 
or generate good health if working 
to capacity. He believes that if a 
person can help his own body to 
work out problems or sicknesses it 
is better than taking chemicals. 

“Fasting ts an excellent way to 
eliminate body toxins,” he says, “if 
it is done properly.” A person 
should prepare himself for a fast 
rather than just start cold. 

A good way to prepare is by 
lightening food intake a few days 
prior to the scheduled fast. A light 
enema the night before can also be 
a help. This way the hody processes 
are not interrupted and complete 
elmination of body poisons can 
take place. 

Massage can “relax nervous 
tension from almost any cause,” 
Morris said, and a good massage 
can help achieve this. Once an in- 
dividual relaxes and starts to reach 
normal good health, they can 
develop a sharper sense of 
awareness of themselves. This, ac- 
cording to Morris, is the beginning 
of “learning to listen to your body.”

Many times, however, it 1s not 
the farmer who overdoes it; it is the 
feed manufacturer who pumps too 
big a dose of drugs into the grain he 
distributes. Steve Gross, a FDA 
compliance officer, admits there is 
no way to do regular policing of 
feed manufacturers who carelessly 
overload their grain with drugs. 
Even if a feed manufacturer has 
had a particularly bad record inthe 
past, the FDA might not inspect 
the company again for another 
year or more. 

The result is that your local 
supermarket meat counter has 
become a drug store dispensing 
unknown quantities of antibiotics 
and other drugs. What can you do 
about it? Eating drug-laden meat

once will do you no harm — the 
real danger is long-term ac- 
cumulation. According to Nader's 
Raider Schuck, “the more drugs 
that are ingested by the human 
body, the greater the risk of serious 
harm to the individual's health.” 

Tougher, more thorough 
inspection of meats by the USDA 
would heip. But according to many 
people in the field, the real answer 
is to return to more labor-intensive 
methods of fattening animals n 
cleaner, more spacious pens. This 
would doubltless mean a lower 
profit for agribusiness. It would 
also stop making junkies out of cat- 
tle and poultry.
